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PREFACE, 


T mavn boon induced to add tito following Volume 
to the Works alveady published on the subject ‘of 
China, hy tho considertlion that our information re- 
garding that vasb Maupire has boon in a great degree 
confined lo the Southern districls—in which, owing 
to tho detorioration caused by intorcouigo with the 
Western nations, tho character of the Chineso can bo 
least favourably and least correctly estimated. 

Being attachod to the oxpeditionary force which 
marched lo Poking, and being stationed in that city 
and ab Non-tsin for a considerable length of timo, I 
had poupliay opportunities of observing tho native 
vharactar ina part of the country hitherto closed. 10 
Exwopean intorcourse, Many of the events connected 
with the expeiition lo Peking T personally witnessed. 
When not nffself prosout I had tho advantage of 
vecoiving infoymation on the spot from those imme- 
dintoly engaged, which 1 veeorded in. my daily journals 
wrillungl tho time, My connection with the British 
and French Leg ations placed mo in tho yyay of nequiring 
muuch intergstigg information, and has eijapled mo to 
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vewored many frets aboul Ghia, as well ag Oats of 
Chinese chueter, nol generally known, 

Phe delay which has orcurred in Cha\publiontion af 
those notes dies avison in the first place from my nob 
having Juul any thought originally of giving (fom to 
{ho press, and secondly from my professional engage. 
mouls wilh the wemy, whieh have greally impeded the 
flask of preparing my journal for publictlion, . 

An opportunity of visiling dapan aliowt the limo of 
tho Brilish expedition to Kagosima, has osabled moe 
lo add some recount of that country, mid of tho stato 
of fooling entertnined towards tho Huglish and other 
Huropeans by the Duimios and the diypmneso ganorully, 
Tho present critienl slate of affairs renders valuable 
any addition to our sealy information regarding Chat 
ronarkablo comlry and people. 

Tlaving given special alfention to (he hygiene of 
tho anny, Fam fot inclined to endorse tho generally 
veseivedd opinion (hat tho expedition to North Ohine 
wesw rearkuble senilary succeeds, Tha oxpodition 
Was formed inuler peculiarly favourable suntiary coudi- 
lions, The troops were xeleetad ont of, mon nlreudy 
soasonod in Thdia, ‘The fores was afforvards weatlod 
of its nick and weakly ont threo oceasions hofore Tending, 
Tho operations in tho fickt wero performed in tho 
healthy seagou, Yet, with all these advantages, tho 
amount of sieknoss aud invaliding was vory ebnsidors 
wble, ‘The djrect application of sunitury sciences by the 
uppointney? of ae medical ofliver, whévd solo duty it 
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was, lo contend with nuisances and to carry into effect 
sunitory reforn# was nob in my opinion attended with 
any greal res‘ilts, Tho sickness of tho army while 
living in o pura, and, to all appearance, salubrions 
almosphere, and its immunity from discaso among tho 
foulesl odours of animal and yogotablo decomposition, 
prosonied somo astonishing parndoxes, which scom to 
shoko the primary and simplest conclusions of sanitary 
scionco. 

* I shall 0 glad if the records of my expericnce in 
this respect can throw any light upon this difficult but 
important subject, which is but little understood, and 
from which, in my opinion, too much immediato result 
hag been oxpeoted,

(he Lents, for the unest pad, present poor appearances, 
Consisting of Lwo sheets af eran joiied together, and sup 
ported aero: a longitudinal wooden veil nbotd fore fect 
from the protnd, farming a eoverine like an inverted lebler 
V (Us donde Cabri), allowing (hyee wien Mevp! ina row,

Dining the night ib has rained heavily at intervals, md 
tho landing-placo can bo compared only to a swamp; lo say 
Uhal it is nuklo-duop br mud docs nob express its stale. 
OMeors and men aro going rboub without shoox, trousers 
rolled up bo their knees, Dotachments of the coolio corps 
are onployed conveying bales of comprossed hay and other 
stores into houses that have beon fold off for the purpose in 
tho neighbourhood, ‘Tho bank of tha river hereubouts is 
alrowod wilh matting, broken crockery, and obhor débris 
thrown owt of (he houger la make room for tha slaves, 

The town hears umnistakonble evidence of the destructive 
characlur of a mililary ovcupation, capeeially in the French 
quarlor, where attenypts awe been made to lessen the depth 
of mud by macudamising the stecels will bricks progured 
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by pulling down portions of the houses, Down ono of 
these strvels, strowed with tho carcases of dogs wintonly 
butchored, broken porcelain and shuttered furniture, £ 
made my way lo tho Southern Mort, whero Sir Hope Grant 
has established his head-quartere in a bell lent on tho lop of 
tho cavaliox, 

I called on Dr. Mun, who, wilh Sial-Surgoon Dy. Toma, 
is residing in one of tho exsemates in the emtain connecting 
tho fo cayaliers, and received inslructions fron him lo be 
on shore on tha 9th; tho present intention being, that the 
army shall move forward on tho 10th, and allack the Tartar 
entrenchments that obsirtct tho march on ‘faku, 

Through the kindness of Surgeon-~Major Dr, Telfer, I was 
offered a lodging for tho night at the lead-cquartors of tho 
fits, division, established in a Lomplo at tho ond of the main 
atreol, Jb consists of 2 series of buildings, arvanged in the 
form of three-sided courts, one behind the other, Sir John 
Michel occupies the chief hall of tho temple, in which there 
ave soveral gaudily painted figures thet look like deified 
warriors, and a*number of coflins arranged on tho lop of 
one another, containing bodies, Lhe final intormont of which 
has beon delayed by the relatives, until what thoy considor a 
lucky period should mrive. Corpses ao thus kept unin 
terved in lemples, and slore-houses sob apart Lor Uig purpose, 
froqnontly for many yews. From odones in their vicinity, 
tho coflins in question do nob appear lo be allagobhor ain. 
tight, ‘Thoy aro formed of massive slabs of wood, nearly 
half a foob thick, und somo of thom are lacquered on tho 
oulside, 

Tn tho construction of Peh-tang, its builders havo beon to 
& great extent obliged to aeeommodatle themselves lo tho 
resources of the neighbowing counltry—tho bulk of tho 
town boing constrncled of mud, made more cohesive by 
having chopped straw mixed up with i, Though the Lown, 
when glinced at ina general way, has a very poou appear 
ance there aro numbers of by no™ means contemptible 
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houses, built of drivk, and laid ont according fa Che oustont 
of the commbry in courls facing tho south, in oneh of whivh 
thoro is yonerally a largo wator-jur, 

In ono of these buktings, near Coneral Mishol's head. 
quarlers, tho offteors and sick of the 8tab regiment are 
quartored. In tho portion used as an hospital, thera ave 
massive proses of w dark wood, like ninhayany, with braw 
hinges and clasps, ‘Thoy are ab prosont filled with costly 
silks, sabins, ond Crus, for Cho mosh park made wp in bis 
form of robes, tho silk outside and the fur inside, being 
apparently tho winter wardrobe of a person of wealth and 
position, - ins 

Ab presonl there is an order ageinal looting, whivh, 
however, would seom to bo move honoured in tho brewh

August Uh.—This morning T loft tha anchorage in one 
of tho boats of tho “ Muwilins,” to romain pormanontly on 
shore.

Tlaving no detlnito placo of shelter, beyond permission 
from tho Quartormastor-Gonoral Lo pitch a tont within the 
oncology of tho forl, E wont down there to seo how fw this 
might bo practionble, and lo reporb my arrival to tho prin 
cipal modical ofligor, With somo dilleully L was ablo to 
ronch the fort, tho sbreet loading to ib boing at the time a 
running alroam, in many places moro than knee deep in 
mud and walor, Tho open space within the fort had be- 
coma a lake, and everybody and ovorything looked as choo 
loss as thoy well could, No prospect existing of gelting a 
quaxler Ubove, I relraced my stops to the Lown, where, learn- 
ing Ghat tho dith had Junded, T waded Unongh several 
rivulola in tho form of narrow streols, until I found whore 
tho rogimont was qitnrlored, widor Lhe impression that, my 
brothor might bo able lo give me reom, TLowover, whon 1 
siw bho vory Hmited accommodation which he, along will’ 
somo six or oight othors had, Ina small house divided into two 
mivow partitions, into whieh the rain was heating both by 
tho windows and tho doors, L concealed the objovl of my 
visit, On youurning bo tho landing-place, I was relieved 
from my ditloulties hy Major Vishor, RI, who kindly gavo 
mo a part of his quarter in tho court of a houso oeeupied by 
tho Royal Mngincors, 

Tho slalo of the wouthor rondors the proposed advaneo of 
tho army bo-morrow impossible, aud it is therefore now quite 
wngortein what day Uho force will he able to move, 

Ab daybrenk this morning, prior lo tho weather changing, 
aroconnnissanes was made dong a road that crosses the mud 
to the right of the causeway a short distance from the town, 
and whish is Dolioved to lond lo Tion-lsin, “his road, 
though vory indifferent, has been dovided on as practicnble 
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from Poli-tang, passing over a good deal of broken morsy 
gronnd, and tomminatos on at goo hard plain, wher there is 
an ebindanee of execltent walter. 

A fow days ayo ne gumbont wan xouk up the river ehond 
fivo miles for tho proteation of a spot: whore better wator

This ocemrence ib appenvs hag hoon conatrned hy: the 
Covornor-(fenoral of Ghili, who ist present ab Taku, into 
a fondly overtuve frome the allied ambassador, and he 
accordingly hus addressed commmutientions to thom af a 
paviflo character, Those, itis slated, carmot be outorduined

Tkaving been appointed to the merical charge of the 
avlillory of the fsb division, | romained with the principal 
medion offteor (Surgeon-Major Pollor), Co accompany (he 
field hospital equipage and dhoolies,* detailed in orders lo 
follow in tho veav of tho French amain cokumm, ‘Tho other 
medical oMecrs wero on tho line of march with their re- 
spective regiments, each of thom necompanied by a cor. 
tain number of light canvas strelshers for romoying the

Sir Robort Napier new ordered the cavalry brigade to 
charge.

‘The gromu, 
howoyor, was nob feyournble for Choir advanee, Cho Curtis

August 26lhe—Atlon grout oxorlion and a good deal of 
diMculty, Uho horses and guns wera lransferred to the 
“Shp,” and ab xix aa wa gob oneo move under sleum for 
‘Tion-lsin, which gave us (he adyvanlage of daylight during 
our wholo progress wp bho river, It is dificult to eonvey im 
iden of Uhe multilude of villagos which exowd the banks of 
tho Puiho, ; 

Numovous groups of villogors wore wateling tho slemmor 
past, while olhors werg going along the hanks with Unefe 
nots to fish, La dress and gonoral appoarance, no dilforonce 
coukd be recownixed holon them and the peasantry of the 
south, ‘Tho river for a considerable distaneo presents no 
vavigly, oither in width or aspect of dts hunksyt dense 
Jungle of voods on the right ov southern sido, ad a low, 
sloping and bank on the loft, surmounted with a Dright 
surfaco of groom vegetation, constiluto the seonery,- ils 
snmonoss hora tad there Ising broken hy a eluster of richly 
clad trees, fndying from tho amber of pwople seen on 
tho banks, the population aboul here would soem consider

Wo passed tivo Lowes oxaully opposite each other, thy one

Tho “Cronada,” with the Baglish enign dh Cho main, 
was now close a-storn, and ab halfpuab eight sho passed ua, 
Lord Tigin rlanding on the bridge, CGeneral Cant and his 
glad yero aso on board. One of the smalk indian viver 
steamers Callowed as cerdar ta Cla Coretudas” 

We continued to pass numerous villages and lowns on 
oitlior sido of tho river, xeparated from each other in several 
instances by an interval of only nti hmadeed yards, 

Peesontly wo reached a portion al’ the vives wheva the 
banks aro lower aud the comilry ners open, exposing lo 
view a vast whivint plain in cullivation, and intersooted by 
a good road, mong whieh covered carts and donkeys with 
paok saddles wera dvavelling, Now (hin pain’ Chg river 
soomal to bo rather shallow, as aur xerew commenced lo 
dunn up mid overy now and then, We passed on the loft 
bank w maritime town, with a nomber of large judy ane 
chored apposily i, aud on Che veh hank a village of nome 
aizo, Tho snilora ta the jude keomed Giller thim the aves 
rage of Chinanen generally, They leaked on silently, but 
nblonlively, a8 we pmssed, witheth gentiaulation or any muani+ 
fuslations of aurprise, About here, (ho ntubes alt hoals, 
juoks ond fahing pants, indionte a considerable murine 
population, ‘Pho punts ava titled with Tnrge riety suspoudud 
from a xort of spidershaped Duulan frame. At this part 
the river id nob over a huudved yards wide, and wo paggad 
within twenty yards of the bank, which was erowderl with 
villagors watching the progress of tho Wextern Harburine, 
and Jmongeb them several women, tke thet wo lve seen 
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sineo leaving Sinko. + Business heve seamed to ho going on 
undisturbed 5 Che troubles of war apparently nob levying as 
yob venched so fur tuland, No dvoud af us was shown, a6 
boats ladon with imerchandiso were quietly puosuing Uheir 
way up the river, withoub-ameking any offorl to elude us hy 
pursing up tho erevks that branch off {he river ab short 
intervils, ATL about here a munbor of small villages avo 
dolled about, some close to tho river bunk, others a little 
inland. 

On coming loa sharp tuning opposite a village wo found 
a Vrench gunboat aground, und a crowd of villagers vigo-

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Proamntly to now Jooking forts eane in view, from whieh, 
with Une gins, tho flags of Faygland mid France wers may 
out Lo ho flying, As the forty avo neared, indications of 
Tion-isin begin to appear y a lergo paygadusbaped building 
hoing keon in tho diskanee, About tour wo were rbrenst of 
tho foris, and droppod anchor a Tite way inside of them, 
non tho *Oposatin” gunboat.

hood, 

Ln tho dislanee, Aying from tho tap ol a pagodalike 
building, which rises above na niisa of lowsraotie: houses, (he 
wiion javk and tricolor wore diatimaished, showing tho 
ovenpution of the gato of Viontsit by mi advanced portion 
of the allied foreo, 

Now the fork on tho loft honk, there ia a pmnll villnge, 
with & domple having a uvyiyg yromul in front of it, with 
Uo graves roimded over, ond ayrengod esnetly in Europe 
frabion, muust of thom haying tombstones at theht herd, 
Thora aro ulko sovoral yoguluely constructed belek pureo.

Noulo, commanding the volinteors, gues round evory night,

Handed in the aflarnome ind walked through the Boro 
pom selflemont, whieh ix Inid outs in afreats infomseating 
one othr ab right ongtes, The houses ave all substantially 
Dill, and, on the whole, valhier elyguntly designed + for the 
most part thoy stand withiy onelosmes, or eompomnda as 
thoy ero called in tho Mast, De the vear of tho set ement 
is Cho ruce-conrsa, tnd on it, ub the present time da on 
camped tho lett whhy of the -(fth Regiment, whieh arrived

Soptonbor 8rd. —Uhis aflernoou 1 visiled the Chinese tly,

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sence of a considerable number of rebols amongst the intra. 
mural population : it having een prolly well ngcorluined 
Uhab severed thousmnd Canton aud Ghonechow men werg in 
league with the robola, :

hundredl mon of tho Ath weompanied tho brigadier as a 
guard of honow, and a dotuchment ‘ol marines, under 
Liontonant Pritohett, closed the procession, whigh after 
passing (hrough a mumber of paved streate yeaehod the 
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Toulals Yamnn—tha Mansion Tlauss af Shanghai, On 
entering: the courl tho brigadior was reevived with n subatd 
of thres guns md a Ohineso air porformod by a band of 
miusiciuns perched wp in au orchestra sane distanes fam 
tho ground, Tho f4th formed yp in front of the Yam 
aud presented arma, ‘Aftor passing through two outer 
courls, wo reached the immer cnivanea where the ‘Tautet was 
waiting to recolve the brigadios flo emme forward and 
auluted tira after the custom. of his country by shaking his 
own handa, atlor which he shaok hands “ Hngliah fashion * 
with all who wove introduced to him by the intorprotor, Io 
played tho hoab with great caso and price, and condueled us 
to his revoption hallys handsomely farnished room carpeted 
with vod oloth, mad heving chairs with small tables betiveon 
thom for tea ranged down each side, As soon as wo wero 
seated, lea wha brodght in with HlUle saucors aver the oups 
to keop ib warm. 

Conversation thon commenced, tho brigadior, through Mr.

Boforo leaving wo wore conduoted 10.0 dining-room, whore 
a Qdjohnor war lid oul a PAnylaise, tho table being spread 
with a white loth, and furnished with knives, forks, wd 
wine-glasses,  ini(s and cakes wore handed round by a 
large sla! of servants, mud the glasses kept well xupplied 
with champagne, Ab tho close of tho entertainment, a species 
of thin onstard strongly favoured with almonds was brought 
in, and the glasses ANePwith hob Chinese wine poured fra 
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a kettle, ‘Tho custarda were himded rornd in handgome 
English lon-cups. The Tonini entered freely into converge

‘Prkn forts and. tho oily of Tion-(sin, which the alligd aantes 
now held; deb tho inevoused war exponses rosulting from 
the Gonduet of the Empdror’s Government, mado ib neves- 
sary that the contibubion required should be wise trom 
Cowe to eight milliona at (aals s-Uhat iC Chega demands were 
oyaded ov Jpostpmied, tho Commanders-ineGhiof would ad- 
yanco fron Tien-tsin, 

Qn tho arrival of the commnfssionors, Lo whoni Tang-ki, 
qroviously colleslor of ousloms ab Canton, hed been added 
as nssisuing, Messrs, Wado and Parkes waited upon them 
on the Gth Neplomboy, with a dyaft of tho convention which 
it hai beon amged shonld bo signed onthe 8th. On Utebe 
retin they reported to Lord {lyin that tho conimissionots 
had declared thet they had ng power to sign any convention 
until ib had beon submitted to tho Murpovory and wera also 
unable lo produce any decreas investing them with the

tho 2th, Tho noxt day he received a communication bom, 
two of tho highest fnclionarics in the ompire, the Princo 
of J (a near volativo of tho Janperor), ond Muheyhy, slating 
that Kaveiliang had reevived fall power to dineusy and dis.

Blgin, rotianed Lo Lung-chow to make preparations for tho 
vecoplion of Uno ombasay, accompanied hy ‘Lieutenant. 
Colonel Walker, Me. ‘Mhomson, My, Loch, My. de Norman, 
amd Mr, Bowlhy, with an escort of Hye Dragoon Crus, 
and tvonty men of Mine's Torse, wider Lioutenml, Ander. 
son, Similar slops were taken by (he Mrencl, Tha ultiod 
nemies moved on Lowards the proposed enemmping gromd, 

Mx. Parkes wea admitted to an audionce with tho Prinea 
of J, and was courteously received, In the course ol lise 
cussion, tho greatost diftowlty was made about (he prevonta« 
tion of tho mutograph letter of the Qneon to the Mmperar, 
which tho commissionors pressed Mas Parkes lo agree 
should not, be personally delivered. ‘Thin Mr, Parkes was 
not authorised Lo deaide, but replied Unb ho would vefor ib 
to Lord Migin, he Mronch georetary of ombusay also liad 
an intorviow. A proclamation was agreed upon to le 
igsnod by the imporinl commigsioners, aad My Parkes 
porled from thom. at 8 Pa,, dmpressed with tho snbisfietion 
they seomed Lo fecl on tho conclusion of tho preliuinarios 
of peace, 

Tho events of tho 18Uh Soplombor are too well known to 
require tdotailed narrative. A large Chinese lores lied during 
the previous day liken up a gtvong nd extended paxitian, 
commanding Uw proposcd eneauping ground, which jind 
Deon marked out hy the commissionors themselves for thy 
nao of the allied armies, ‘Tho yeti of tho fuglish and 
Fronoh parties fram Toyechow Iny through theso lies. 
Homo passed safoly, Ib no meéléo having arison avomd o 
French ofteor who was mobbed and ill-teented by the 
Chineso soldiows, fro was opened by the Chinese ary, and 
an engagement ensued, diving which My, Parkes and others 
of his party wero arrested within the lines, in apils of the 
flag of truco which they curried, ‘Cho prisoners thus 
troncherously goized by the Chinese numbored twonty-six 
British and twelve French subjects, ~ ‘Che vixewmstancos of 
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thoiv horrible trealment, mud of the consequent death of 
twenty of the atunher, we known Co all from he inlerest- 
ing narratives of Messre, Parkes and Tech, 

Bvory endeavour was made hy (ho allies do recover Cho 
prisonora, Tho enemy, dofeated at Chang-kiaewan, wore 
followerl to Palooschow, whore another severe defeat wis + 
inflicted npon Chom, and forty-three guns eaplared, ange 
chow was now {iken posxpssion of Ab this pinvo a rom. 
munication was received from the Prines of Kung, @ brother 
of the Mmperer'y, stating that he wes come with full 
powers to aupoixede the Princes of J, who “had not 
mannged muitlors xabistietorily Negotiations wore opencd 
botweon the Princo of Kung and ‘Lord Ngin, ‘ho sur. 
rendor of tho prisoners was domanded, bub was delayed 
from (ino lo time, the Prineo slating that they could nob 
po vestorad TH the allied forces had fallen bavk, but thas 
on tho conclusion of peneo they should ho sont bayk with 
all propor attontion, This answer could only ho regarded 
as a rojection of Whe domand inade, ‘Lord Tgin accord. 
ingly enlled upon tho connnendors of the forees Lo mareh 
upon Poking, to the north of which the Chincso amy was 
oncamped under Sang-ko-lin-sin, 

On the morning of the Sth of Ovtober tho allied aumies 
advanced fowirds Poking, aud halted about five miles from 
tho oily, Tho Mroweh soldiers, owing to overy man carry. 
ing a portion of hia lent, gob mider canvas, while Ubo 
British Corea, in conkequenco of the torte and baggage 
having Loon Leth bohind, had lo bivonack in tho opon ait. 
Tho noxh day the armies eyntinned thot advance, mid 
reached a point te the north-ensb of Poking, whenco the 
gates of tho city could be geon, From this point, a shot 
mareh brought the Wrench to tho imperial palace, Ynon- 
ming-Yuen, whieh they at once plundered, On tho sth, 
tho prisoners detained within tho gily were delivered up by 
tho ordors of tha Prinea of Kung, On the th the English

Hamgeki, who miedo strennots 
offorls to postpone the giving up of the gute, As neon 
approached the gale contimwd to he hela hy the Ohinesa

aponged out, and rim Taek for loading, with (he gimmers 
standing lo their guns, wailing for (ho ordors fa eonnnence, 
A fow minutes before bvelve oelock: tho Auting Mun was 
thrown open, and ils defences sturendored ta Major-Cenoral 
Siv Robert Napior, whose division was on duty clore by. 
Our troops Looks immediate posession, Cho Mreneh muching 
in aflor ws.” Sho English took possession of the portion of 
wall oxtonding between the Anting Gate and tho oh 
shong Cale ;* the ranch oveupying: Lhe wall between tho 
Anting Cato anid tho north-east angle of (ho oity,--upwinds 
of Livo aniles of wall, ovor fifty lech broad on tha lop, being 
thus held by the allied forees,  Miokl yams wore monntdl 
on tho wall, go ag to command (ho ior approaches ta tho 
Anting Gate, and the posilion wat speadily placed ina 
stato of dofenes Ko as fo resish miy altack from within the 
cily, 

At noon on the £7th of Oaloher, the romning of Megara, 
Anderson, do Norm, Bowlby, and Private Phipps, were 
buried in ono grave in tho- Russian comolury, onlaide the

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walls of Poking, whieh had heen most cousidorately placed 
ab tho dispioxal of Cho Comnanntor-ineCGhiet by (Ctoneral 
Fgnetiol, tho Russian minixter, "Phe collins wore placed 
on soparato enn-carviages, and wore avcompnied by detach 
menty of cavalry und jufimtry, with tho Daud playing he 
Dead Mare, Lord Mgin and Siv Jtopo (rant were the 
chief mourners; Uno pallebowrers being the members of 
the ontbasyy, and the Commanler-in-Chiol's shi Aon 
siderable nmmbor of oflleers from oth amies, including 
Coneral Montinhan, abiended the fameval. ‘Phe sarvico was

On tho (8th of Oclober, a portion of tho frst division 
tnarehed trom. tho eump in front of Peking to Yuonming- 
Yuou, where lwo days wero ocoupied by tho force in eye 
ing onl the destrotion of tho various buildings, seatlored as 
thoy wore over wn aren of several miles, By tho afternoon 
of Lho {Vth tho chief puluces had beon pretly well destrayed, 
though @ good many of tho buildiigs esenped demolition. 
Tho Lollowing desoriplion from. an oyo-wiluess conveys 
Kone iden al ils oxbont Lo days were required olloee 
tnally to get fire to and dextvoy ull tho buildings and walla, 
Much valuable property (hab it was iopossible to remove 
was destroyed. Lb ix sid thab ib exceeded bio millions 
slovling, exoluaive of tho buildings From the plies ab 
whieh if was fest ontered hy tho Mronvh on tho 6th of 
Oelohor, ib wag a Ienst six or seven mien before the last 
building was reached, hig was ab tha foob of the first 
range of hilly that hound the plain to the north of Poking. 
Ovor this large oxtont of grou were gardens, palaces, 
tomploy, and pagodas on artiticinl hilly, Koma of them threo 
oy four hundred feab in height, with forest Qrees of all kinds 
covering their sides, Havongh Lhe grun folinge of which were 
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soon tho yellow-tiled roofk of the various Anperial vorideneen, 
A. largo Inko lay Iuvied in Uno mnidet. of Thess wooded hills, 
with two or threo islands on il, wih picturesque buildings 
joined to Uhe maintund by quaint but heawtifal stone lridgere 
On ono sido of the Juke, extending upwards of two miles, 
winding in md oul, among grofloed und Cirough flowers 
gardons, roofed in by flowering ereopers, war Che fevourite 
walk of tho Fimporor and his courb yin somo places, wher 
tho palaces eune to tho waler’s cilge, Cho walk wis curvivt 
past (hom on a Tight and henutifil alone Genes over 
hanging tho luke. ‘Tho high monutaius af Phelary forming 
tho background made it, while it certainly was ono of tho 
most curios, also one of Cha mont Denutiful seones I had 
over behold. During the process of destrnetion (i soldiers 
camo tpon tyo presents that ad heen gent out to the Fite 
poror of Chinn by Lord Mfucartney from George TH 
a stato conch and favo t2-poundor howilzorg, ecomploty in 
overy way and in very good condition mid repaiy, great eave 
having ovidently beon taken of them ; yot, xumuge bo pny, 
with theso guna in their poxsension, Mey lays never made 
any endeavour to improve thoi own fiold artillery cuvringen, 
Shot and shell were piled close to the guns, in the kind of 
coach-houso in which (hey were fowde’ Launy here remark 
that whatever property the troops employed fie destroying

Arrangements were now mado for giguing tho troaly ab

On the 20h of Octoher, Lord Elgin entered Uhe city in 
alate, with an cxcort of 500 mon, ‘The Vrineo of Kung 
audached tho gveab soul of the Einpive lo the document, and 
the drentios were then signed amd exchanged, 

On the 26th of Qutohar tho signing of the French ¢on- 
vention took placa; tho same formalitios boing gone through 
as on tho provious day. On this ovension the Princo of 
‘Kang keemed vathor mora at case, or probably loss armed 
thin he did on tho signing of the English convention, 

On tho 26th of Ootohor the treaty was Usprtohed for 
Mngland in charge of May Loch ; and Major the Hon. A, 
Anon, VG, wad sont at the samo time with the Com.

On tho 27th of Oatober Lord Hlgin took up his residenco 
jnsido Poking s tho Palace of the Prinee of Tf, situated 
within (ho Paria cily, now tho south-enstorn gale, having 
Boon ttadl ape far his vovaplion, : 

With rogued lo tha negotiations for peneo Uns ab last 
brought fo a suevesstil issue, an opition has been enter.

that remarkable brillienoy for which the older porcelains of 
China avo nolad, which now aro difleult to procure* In 
the soleclion of loys and ivory carvings, greal cave requires 
to bo exareinad, awing lo the gross designs which aro very 
froquontly intruduved into thom.

Afiur boing clear of Kanagawa, we continued our course 
along the ‘Vokaido fur upwards of a mile, when wo camo to 
tho suone of Mr. Richardson's murder, which oceurred a 
little way beyond one of the roud-side toa-houses, My, 
Aplin, who wont out with tho cxcorl on tho evening of tha 
murdor to recover tho hudy, pointed oub the spol where tho 
feat blow was wiruck, having laced it back from where the 
hody was found by tho tracks of blvod on tho ond, At 
this part of tho ‘Lokuido, whieh is narrowor than usval, a 
small vozeluble garden intervenes: belweon ib and tho bay, 
and on the other sido there is @ field undor cultivation on- 
closed within a small amphitheatre of low hills, Passing 
this spot Jreughl with jwinful recollections, wo continued 
ow ride aboul tvo miles further along the Tokaido, until 
wo reached a Inge villago vnlled Numemoogie, ab a ten- 
houso near the eoubro of which we halted, so a8 to give the 
horses n rost and the mon sumo rofreshmont after thoir 
early ride, 

Wo hud hudly time to pull up ow: horses at the tea 
house door, before a munber of gruoms rushed out, and, 
seizing tho horses by the bridles, commenced refroshing 
thom by throwing inlo their mouths, with wooden ladlos, 
water tuken from buckets thoy brought oub with them. 

Apropos i horses in thia country, obgorving several mon 
mumning along tho rond and keoping paca with us, Gxcopt 
whon wo went very fiwl, and soon culching us ‘up on tho 
pawo being sluckenod, 1 inquived who they were, and found 
them lo be the bebloos or native horsekeopers. Ib appoars 
thoy slways go oub with the horses they havo charge of, 
and Uhab they will run us they did this morning the wholo 
way lo Yeddo.

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Govornment for tho Netherlands Consular Tosidenas, As 
rout for it, tho Dutch, Government pny a cortuin rato of 
jnterest on the amount tho building of it cost, ‘The British 
Legation Rosidonce at Yeddo was to heve been paid for on 
tho samo principle by Wor Majesty's Government, had it 
not, immediaicly on ils completion, heen tlestroyerl Dy five ; 
with roforenee to which 1 may montion, that ihe day 
before tho ovent ovewred, a high officer of the Tycoon's 
Government called on Colonel Neale, and ondenvoured to 
got him, on the part of the British Government, to abandon 
the claim to tho building, on tho plea theb ib had been 
orected on sacred gromd seb apart for the mnusement of 
the people, Whether the bivning of the building, which 
took placo the following day, was an act of the ‘T'yeoon’s 
Government in consequence of the unsatisficlory isso of 
this interviow, or an act of the mnli-foreign party, which it 
had no power Lo avert, is nol known; tho latter ix tho moro 
likely, as tho Government would hardly wilfully destroy an

Though ils natural climate ig healthy in tho oxtromo, 
Yokohama, liko most othor places however snlubrious thoy 
may bo under ordinary ciroumstances, is swbjech to occa. 
sional epidemic visitations, amongst others {o choleva, Tingt 
year, in common with the wholo of Japan, it was visited by 
a severo opidemic of measles, which caused a considerable 
mortality, ‘Thoro aro no frets however Lo show that its 
swampy locnhty confers npon if any special predisposition 
to become the seat of opidomio tiseaso ;.beenuso Nagasaki, 
which is altogether freo from malaviows soil, and distant 
from Yokohama about 600 miles, is also subject Lo similar 
visilalions, Tho cpidomic of measles, for inslanco, appeared 
there somo weeks beforo it showed ilself at Yokohama, 
Nagasaki, I may add, is equally linblo to visitations of cho- 
lora, and suffored very soverely from thab disensy during tho 
summer of 1862, The great epidemic of cholora, which firsb 
appeared at Shanghai in tho ond of May of that year, ulti. 
mately took the following course to Japan, Vom Shanghai 
tho cholora travolled up the north const of Chifia, and on tha 
16th of Juno appeared at ‘Taku, whoro it committed groat

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Shanghai having apparently Leon beyond tho line of ita 
oporation, Ab Hhunglud tho dixon seemed to fill with 
peoutiny severity on Chea living afloat, the proportion of 
doathy on shipehowrd considerably evevoding thut oP the 
‘shore population sa thet donding: Kn tirther te disconect 
cholorajo visitations with xpevilio loval dupurities, Ag tue 
as my opportunities fur observation have ennbled ms lo 
form an opinion, ih ix to tho operation of certain eleatro. 
chomival changes inthe aimosphero on certain constitut ions, 
and not lo apeoiul loel defeeta of sonutation, that wo 
musb look for an explunetion of this dire and tuyasterious 
dlacaso, 

In tho course of iny walle this afternoon, T visited tho

golting up linen, Tor ironing purposes thoy uae a conical. 
shaped copper box, with a handlo over the top like tho Tivo.

lighted charcoal, which keops tho oppor ab a uniform hont. 
This ironing machine is probably borrowed from the Chinese, 
who tgso ono of a similar kind, only round in shapo and 
having tho handle stuels into tho sido like that of a warming.

tains, many inaccessible to cattle, which would lic wholly 
nogleclod in other countricg, cultivalad up to their Lops. 
Thoy avo very dosterous and skilful in mamwing their 
ground, whish they do in varions ways, end‘ with anany 
different substances. Jal, low grounds avo ploughed with 
oxanl, sloop and high ones hy men. Aa lo tiea in pe ticular, 
which is tho main food of thornatives, what proud they 
con conyeniontly spare, aud will adinit, of its onlimo, is 
turned:into rice fields, particularly low flats which they enn 
out through by canals, md where they have a command of 
avaler, which surprisingly quickons tho growlh of this 
plant, it loving » wel muddy soil, ‘The Jupanesd tio, 
accodingly, is estecnicd the best of all Asta, partionlarly 
what grows in tho northern jrovinees, which will keep 
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many years, aud whieh for this reason, they choose to Atl 
thofy sloro-hanses withal, haviuge (vat washed it in amddy 
wator and then dried il.”

A few hours after tho ‘Tycoon had passed, anathor 
steamer anived from Osnca, md anchored olf the forcign 
sottlement, On board of her was the high ofteor, Ie-ka- 
no-kami, who called ab Yokohama on the 23rd instant, on 
his way to Osaca in the “Lycmoon.” Jie landed imme- 
dintdly aflorwaids, and had an interview with Colonel Noalo 
this afternoon, ab which J was present. Che object of his 
yisil to Yokohame was to apprizo the foroiym Ministers that 
the Tycoon was ebout to retarn to Yeddo by sea, and to 
caution them against firing ab his steamers, under tho ime 
pression that they might belong to hostile Daimion, Tt 
appears that he was dispatched from Osaca in advance, five 
days go, but lis steamer has proved of such indiferont 
speed, that tho ‘Lycoon has arrived beforo him, which ho 
was nob aware of until he Ianded. In tho midst of the 
interview, somo custom-honso officials who had heon 
stationed on the heights, hearing of tho ‘anival of Te. 
ke-no-kami, came to tho Legation in a slate of greal 
excitement, to lol him know thal tho ‘I'ycoon had alrendy 
passod, 

In tho course of conversation, Colonel Nonle, who had 
known He-ka-no-kami in quieter limes, naked him when 
thoy were to mako their projected tour into Aho intorior ; 
he replied, “ After long reins (here will be atm, md ns rating 
are now being mado by Negato, wo nmat wail until the sun 
again shines,” which he hoped would not ho long. 

Ono fact of intoreal has been ascerlained from TTo-kn-no 
kami, which (ends lo show that tho anti-foreign feoling 
continues lo prevail at tho capital (Minko), Oga-so-wari, 
who negotiated the payment of the indenmily money, has 
Deon thrown into prison for his conneelion with the maltor, 
The impression seems Lo bo that the 'ycoon has managed 
lo gob away from the expital, nob from any yeal improve. 
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ment in the aspect of hix relations with tho Mikado, and

Tho Japanese have covlainly a much greator natural apli- 
tude for mastering tho details of steamboat mechnnisn, Un 
the Chineso have, Tb ik qnilo a common aceurrenes for 
them to purvhase a sleumer, pub their own crows and ony 
gincgra on board, number in their own way tho important 
parts of the machinery, get steam up, mid without any as

On the aflornoon of the Jat of August, 1868, 1 sailed from 
Yokohama in tho French atenm-corvetle the “Monge.” 
Tlor commaniex, , Caplin tle Corl do Mevolles, had recently 
boon promoted ‘for gorvicos aguinsl the Taopings, in tho 
corso of whith ho had been wounded, md waa about to 
rolurn to Trance, wor hunding tho vessel over Lo his sue 
cossor nb Shanghai, TLe waa anxious lo muko the pmsange bo 
Nagasaki through tho Straits of Somonosuki, bub Admiral 
Jaureia would only give him pormiasion on Lhe wideraband- 
ing Uhab if he was fred al, hp was nob to continue his pro- 
groma Lvough, but rol ab onve to Yokohama Lo appriao 
him of what had ocourred. Being, however, specially 
desirous of veuching Shanghni in tino to enteh the French 
mail aloamor What was bo leave on the 1th of tho month, he 
did nol like to rivk having Lo volun to Yokohama, though 
ho had no oljection to risk wn netion wilh tho batterios, if 
he was allowel to yo ony much lo his regret, thergfore,- ho 
had to tule (he outside passage, and this forego seaing Ute 
hoautios of tho Inlmud or Sowennde ken, and the formidable 
batlorics of the Prince of Neyulo. 
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Tho aflernoon was boaulifully Ane, tho sky boing clenr 
and but lille wind blowing, As wo wore stemming down 
tho Bay of Yeddo a table was placed on dook, wb which the 
fleet Hontonant and the purser sab down, wilh a bag of 
dollars beforo thom, ‘Tho names of tho avow woro then 
called over, and ono by ono cach sailor cmno forward ond 
rocoived fou dollars, Aly first impreasion was thab ib was 
their month’s pay, bub tho signs of ratisfaolion apparont on 
their faces as Uhoy povkeled tho money, scoming to mo 
hardly consiafont with so small a monthly alipand, T inquired 
as{o what tho payment was, and Jeamed thal it was gained 
by exchange out of dollar and ilzehoo Wwansaetions wilh Lhe 
Tapancso cuslom-houso, ‘'o make this intelligible, it is no. 
cessary Lo oxplain what tho currency of Japan is, and the 
rolation in which the coins sland lo the Mexican dollar, 
which is tho ono now in general uso amongal foreignors in 
China and Japa, 

Tho Japanoso coins in cireulation ab Yokohama and claes 
whore aro tho lempo and the ilzchoo, the formor an oval 
shaped coppor coin, aboul tho vulua of 14d; sixteon of 
these go to the ilzcboo, asilvor coin of an oblong shupe, 
about ono inch long and half-mn-inch broad, ‘ho intrinsic 
valuo of the itzoboo ix as nearly as possible 1s, Se alovling, 
though at presont its nominal yalue is 1s, 8¢, Tn tho Lonth 
article of tho British tronty it is provided that * All foveign 
coin shall bo cuvént in Japan, and shall pags for ita care 
yosponding , woighh in Japancso coin of tho samo doxorip~ 
tion. British and Japancao aubjocls may freely uso 
forcign or Japaneso coin in meking payments lo oach 
othor, As soma limo ‘will olapra hefors the Japanese 
will becomo acquainted with tho valuo of foroign coin, 
the Japancso Govornmont will, for tho period of ono 
year afler tho opening of cach port, funish British sul. 

“jools with Jopanoso coin in oxchango for theiva, quel 
weights being given, and no dissounl taken for re- 
coinage.” Ab this poriod (1858) 811 ilzepoos wero tho 
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oquivalonl of 100 dollixy, and tho fae standard rate of 
oxohange, In minor liinsactions ong dollar represented 
threa ilzchoos, Silver algo, in relation lo gold, wes much 
more vilnable in Japan ab Uhab tino Cia it now is, ho 
kobaug, which jan gold coin of an oval ghapo, worth 
about 228, could be readily purchased fone yours azo for six 
itzeboox, and was consequently cagerly bought up by foreign 
morehanla, “Cho dupuness now, howeyor, fully appreaiuto the 
yolative values of silver and gold, und the kolung ab the 
preseub tint costs £6 ilzcboos, more in‘fueb than is intrinsic 
volo, xo renren lye they hecome, Formorly xo comparatively 
Tilo vali was attached Lo thom (hut laequerware manufetu 
rors were in the habit of chopping them up and introducing 
small piecos of thom into their flier kinds of laequonware, 
which now, however, is very seareg, and goes under the name of 
tho “old gold lacquer” This ware, in formor days, before tho 
oyes of tho Fapwnexo ware opened to the yaluo of gold by 
rvooonl trenty dalorcourse, Was comuon enough and procurgdlo 
nb motarate price, hut things now aro completely changed, 

Tho compubory rate of oxchango Axed by trenly in 1868 
vensodl nb Yokohama in dime, 1860, and when the dollar 
thos came info general cireulation amongsb tho dupancso 
trading communily, it wns Jormmd to be xo Hite appreciated 
that ib was not always preeticnblo lo pet two itzeboos in 
oxchango for it, By arwngement, however, made on the 
xpol, ifter the compulaory oxchango ceused, the Japmnoso 
Government was nade bo supply tho foreign Segations and 
Consulates wilh flzehoos in exchange for a certain number of 
dullavs monthly ; 6000 dollers to ho exclumyed, I hulieve, 
for onch Legation extablishment and 1000 for ench Consne 
Inte, the rata of oxchange heing fixed ab Uieo ilachous to 
tho dollar, which seamed foreign Government residents from 
Tosa cansed by fnetuations in the money market, 

For the meremtilo clask of the conmunity since Tunes 
1860, the veluo of the dollar has beon ullogethor governed 
by the vales of oxchange of tho duy, and ag tho dolhu has

boon much depreciated over since, a certain fecling of sore 
nose oxiats on tho part of tho foreign merchants that tho 
residents in Goyornmonl employment ave so much more ad- 
vanlngeously placed’ in voforence Lo bullion lwansactions with 
the Japanose than thoy now ara, hoy, horveyer, have had 
thoir day, and mado good nao of it in the buying up of all 
tho gold that was procurablo ; in faal, worn tho samo relative 
advantages to be oxtonded to tho mercantile communily as 
ave now enjoyed hy the diplomalie and othov foroiyn Govern 
mont Residenta, that is lo say, tho ight of oxchanging tholy 
incomes in a similar mannor at tho Japanese custom-house, 
it would not bo necessary, as I shell proceed to show, to 
trade in anything olso but tho conversion of dollars into 
itzcboos and vico versed, as cach transaclion of tho kind 
gives a very handsome profit, without inevering nny of the 
risks and troubles usually allondant on gooils speculations, 

In addition fo that referring to furnishing tho Legations 
andy Consulates with itzchoos for a fixed number of dollars, 
a furlhor arrangement has beon mado with tho Japanose 
Government, that every naval or military dificer thab the 
Trey Powers happon Lo haye for the Lime in port, ov if nead 
bo employed on shore, shall bo allowed Lo exchungo threo 
dollars por diom at the Japancse custom-honses ab the open 
ports (Yokohama, Nagasaki, and Iakotaili), and overy 
sailor or soldier one dollar por diom ; the dollars being 
talon ab tho same rate ag {rom the rerident forgien offleinla, 
namoly, threo itzoboos to tho dollar, ‘his wmrangomonl, 
soeing that the dollar ag a cmront coin is nol worlh much 
ovor tivo itzeboos and n half, consequently involyox «con 
sidorablo gain Lo the flout; the mdve so, as it is ayalomatioully 
managed, not by the offlcers or mon themsclvex, but by tho 
paymasters, who oxchango at tha eualom-louse tho full 
amount thoy aro ontilled to, namely, one dollar a-day for 
evry seaman and marine borne on the ship's books, and 
three dollars par diem for ovory officer, ‘Tho samo aystom 
is in foreo with tho foroign troops sorving on shore,

The evionttof the profit will be readily understood by 
oiling the rate of oxchenya al tho timo 1 left Yokohama, 
namely, 200 jlzchoox lo J00 dollars. Thus, for every 
100 collie exqhanged by navel or inilitary paymaglers, 
800 ilzwhoow ave puid by tho dapmnese cuslom-house, and 
for 260 of Unexe they can repossess Uhomeclyes of their 
100 dollars by yuwchusing them in Ute ordinwy monoy 
murkeb; making a cle profil, ab Uno present rate of the 
ilzwboo, eynul to about fifloen por cont. slexling on this, the 
moat simple of monelury ansnelions, Nol long ago, the 
guin was much greater, as tlacboos hed rison till loss Lian 
200 were eyuivalent to tho 100 dolara. 

Tn tho French servico every ponny thus gained by exchange 
ia divided wnougel tho.oMeers and mon. in thoir relative yro- 
portions ; Uns, tho gain to each suiloy being four ilzeboos on 
tho oxchunge of ten dollar, gives him bwelvo itzaboos, or 
over four dollars per month, in addition lo his pay, whilo 
throw Limos as mugh fully lo erch oflcer, Tow the profit 
by oxohunge Ty upplicd in. tho British sorvico J wn not 
awary, with tha exception that in some of ou men-ol-war 
I know w portion of ib is applied to improving Ube diet of 
thomon. ‘this privilege dows nob oxlond bayond the poriods 
that vessels of war ave actaully lying in the trealy ports ; 
but by soldiers or sailora who have been tandod for duty on 
aliore, iL is qajuyed so long ns thoy continue to bo go employed, 

Tho ‘Tycoon’s Goyermmont lutely conceded lo Admiral 
Janrais the yprivilego individually of oxchanging thirly 
dollars por diem ab the cusfomn-honse, wh Uno fixed rte 
already montionad, and having dono go, they voluntarily 
did the sumo to Admiral Super, assigning as the: reason, 
Ohet having granted this te dhe Proneh Admival, they could 
nob think uf doing otherwixe to Lhe British Admiral, Che 
Japenss Government wing dono (hija of their own accom! 
for Adhnival Kuper, General Proyn did not seo why he 
should not gub Lho snme for the senior naval offiver of the 
Vniled Blulcs, so ho applied lo have the like privilege ox. ¢ 
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tonded to Captain Macdougall, of tho * Wyoming,” repre. 
sonting him as holding the same relative position ab Yoko. 
hama as an admiral, ‘Tho Japenese Government, however, 
though apparently anxious to muke friends with wtnirals com. 
manding fleets, did nob seom to cavo so much about uhnivals 
commanding singlo ships, so thoy mado inquiries at the 
other foroign Powors as to whether Captain Mucdougall was 
tha samo as on adinival or nol, end receiving an opinion me 
Savourablo lo his recognition in that rank, declined to give tho 
pormission tho Uniled States Minister had requested for him, 

Tho itzeboos furnished from tho cuslom-houso avo mado 
up in neat paper parcels, ereh containing one himdred. ‘Cho 
paper used is of country manuhhelure, and romarkablo for its 
stvongth and lenncity, It bears ink prebly well, and is 
applied to a variety of purposes by tho Jayunese, such os 
pocket-handkerchiof, waterproof coals, window lara, ke. 
Tn addition lo the ordinary itvchoo, there aro hull and 
quarter ones in goneral cireulntion, whieh aro very cone 
vonient sized coins, oapecially the Jatloy, tho’valno of which 
is about fivo ponco, 

Wo had hardly got clear of tho Bay of Yeddo when the 
wind freshoned toa strong breeze, Towards night of August 
8rd, wo found ourselves on tho outer circlu of w typhoon, and 
all sail had to be taken in oxcopt a slo jib, and such was 
tho foreo of tho ‘vind that, with this small pah of canvas 
only, sho ran nino knols an how, 

August 5ite—Tho weather has ‘ben yory dirty md 
squally the whole day, and ié was with conniderable dif 
cully Unis aflornoon that tha approash lo tho™habom of 
Nagasalci was mado out, Wo ontorerl between tive pointa 
of lund, and wero soon complelely landlocked md suiling 
ina lake, Tho seonory wos very beantiful, consisting of a 
Series of conical-shapod hills richly woodod, without a Urnee 
of level ground being: anywhoro visible, 

An hour nearly bad clapsed sineo wo entoperl tho land, 
and I was slending near the bow of the vossol logking ovor 
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tho bubvarks» wondering whore Nugasaki was, whon aul. 
donly tho Harbour opened into view, like tho eurtain sising 
inv Uneubre, and dixclosing a gay lablew on the stage te 
harbour (loud yyith veasels, and xlonding ond prominent 
amongst Chom ILM. ships “ Leopard” and “Rattler? On 
shore, in tho Jorsprommd, the old Duteh sebbloment ef De- 
sina, with Wo nilive town in Uho vow, mid (ho forgign 
gebblomont ab ight angles on ils elk; tho whole invested 
by lofly hillx, thickly covered with brushwoud amd tight 
timbor of the brighton, green, with here nnd Uhero terraces 
of cultivation, and a few European bungalows dolted about 
on their slopes, 

Cho hurhou: of Nagasaki might bo rendered wnappronch- 
abla, so grea ave ily natura advantages for defence, Noar 
tho‘untrane, wo passed tudor komo formidable looking bat- 
toties, where about fifty gins are in position ; in addition 
to whieh there avo a mnuber of nuasked batlerios at various 
other points, respecting which wo havo no accurate informa. 
tion, as the local authorities will uot allow foreiznors to 
exuning the heights in the direction in question, ‘ho 
guns that wo sew we all corefully protected from web, by 
ewh one haying a small wooden shed aver it 

Wo camo lo anchor a little after five v'slock, and I de. 
ferred visiting the shore until tho morning, aa a dejazling 
yain wan Salling, and T heard that during yain ib bocomes so 
muddy, aa lo vender walling fi fom agreeable, capecially 
on the slopes new the base of the hills, 

During on oxperiones of forcign travel hy no moans 
mited, J gan oul] lo recelleetion no Keone that for exquisite 
honuty ix equal lo the ono witnessed this afternoon, The 
nonrest upproneh to ib Uint T have seen is the harbour of Jtio 
duneira, wnt next to that, Port Louis, in tho Isle of Erance, 

August Gie-—On Iinding this morning F wont to the 
Atting Bribish Consul, Dr, Alyhurgh, md delivered to lin 
soy despatches thab ded heen entrnsted tomo hy Colonel 
None, Ag fur os L coukl learn things seem to bo going on 
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quiotly onough hero, and bul Tiite approhaysion appears to 
oxist.in tho minds of tho foroign community with veforonce 
to any atlack boing mado on thom, though overy now and 
then there ave rumours Lo thal offeot as ab Yokohama, ‘Tho 
dosive also to inko the life of tho British* Qonsulay ropre- 
xontative would seem to havo ceased with tho departure of 
My, Morrison, ns Dr. Myburgh doos nob oxpross any foars 
respecting his own porsonal safety, 

Aflor leaving the Consulate, which is built, on tho alopo 
of ono of the hills, Z went and Jooked at the old settlomont 
of Desima, sitrated ab the oxbreme ond of tho hrvbow, and 
separated from the native town by & coal running round 
its 1car, which converts il into an artificial island, Tb is 
the placo whore, for nearly two conturtes, the Duloh Tra 
ding Company carried on thoir operations without boing 
allowed to move boyond ils precinats, oxcepl lo a roy 
limited oxtent, and under the following cirewnslancos nar. 
rated by Kaompfor :— Tvor since the Lime of dJuritomo, the 
fivst seoulay monarch of Japan, who laid tho, foundation of 
tho presont form of govornmont, ib hath beon a custom ob- 
served, not only by Uho Govornors of the Imporinl Cities, 
and Lord-Licutenauts of the provinces, lands, and demesnes 
bolonging to the Crown, bul likewise by all the othor 
Daimios and Scomjos, as thoy mo hero onlled (that ia, tho 
lords of all xanks and qualities throughout this vast ompire), 
to go Lo court onco a year and Lo pay their duticé } tho lords 
of a highor raul, who for tha oxtont of their power and 
dominions could woll lo alylod kings oy princes, to tho 
Tmporor himself, tho resb only to his primo ministers as- 
sombled in council, Both aceompany thoir rovoronecs with 
presenta proportionate to their quality and richos, in Lokon 
of their acknowledging the stpromacy of the Emperor 


a* Agatha question of who is ronlly dho Emperor of Japan, roaponalblo for 
its goveumnont, ig ono not unlikely shortly to ariso in oonnvoton with tho 
repudiation, by the Mikads, of the trontics entered inte by tho 'ysoon with 
forcignos, iv is as woll that I should hoo montion thi tho Rmporuy 
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Tho vosidont ef our Vast Tadia Company, the chief director 
of ow trade for Cho Limo boing, makes this jommey with o 
phystoim or surgeon aud ono or two svorelarica, and 
allondol wilh uumoerous flocks of Juponeso of different

panious of or jortrnoys, Une vendor may cusily imagine that 
nony ave chosen hub persons of known candow and fidelity, 
and who wo othorwixe employed in afluirs relating lo tho 
inapoclion md regulation of ot (redo, besides somo of tho 
Governor’ Bn domestica, Nay, far from relying morely on 
their own fuiitulness and sincerity, Ghough porhapsa nover 
80 often upproved of, all thoso thal mre lo go wilh wa, 
from tha Jenlor down to tho memest sorvant (thoxo only 
oxcyplet who nal look aller tho horses and ure frequently 
changed), nutst, befave thoy seb out on this journey, oblige 
themselves by vy buleinn and drendftl onth, signed us taal 


roforred ta by Keompfor tk tho ‘fyouon, or Stogoun, ag ho was enllod Mn 
those days, nnd that the vine of homngo was paid to him nb Yeddo, seul 
tint no nllusion ds inne te any nunlogaus vidit belug pud to the cud of 
tho Mikndo ab*iCivto (Linky), 
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with their blood, lo give notice le the Government ul Naga. 
seki of whatever they obgorva to bo dono, oilhor by the Duteh 
or by their own countrymen, contrary Lo tho standing luwa of 
the country and the many particular instiugtions which ao 
given them,” 

Keompfor mado the journey to the Famporor’s court bwico, 
first in 1691, and again in 1692. In tho account ho gives 
of the interviow of the Chatman of tho Duteh Bost India 
Company with the Tycoon, after doseribing their boing 
ushered into the room adjoining the audience chamber, ho 
goes on to say—* Ilaving wailed hero upwards of an hour, 
and the Empovor haying in the meantime sealed himself in 
the hall of audience, Sino-Kami and two other commis- 
stoners came in and condueled our resident into the Emperor's 
presence, leaving us behind, As soon ak ho eamo thither, 
thoy cried out aloud *Tlollanda Ouptainy which wes tho 
signal for him to draw near and make his oboismnecs. Ac 
cordingly he crawled on his hands and knees to a placo 
shown him bebween the presonts renged in die order on one 
aldo, and the place whore the Tmporor sab on tho other, and 
when kneeling ho bowed his forchead quite down to tho 
ground, and go crawled backwards Ijko a crab without utter 
ing a single word, So mean and short a Using is the nudienco 
wo have of this mighty monach, Nor ave more ceremonies 
observed in the audience he givos oven lo tho,grentust and 
most powerful princes of the emplro. Tor, having boon 
called into the hall, thoiy names avo eried ont aloud, then 
they move on their hands md fool Inunbly and silently 
towards tho Hmporor's seal, and faving shown thoir submis. 
sion by bowing their forchends down to tho ground, thoy 
creep back again in the some submissive posture.” After 
being thus officially reeeived, the Company’s roprosontativo 
and suile, Including Kompfor, were ordered to proceed Lo a 
xoom where the Emperor and ladies of the Com could seo 
them through a sercen, withoub themsclyes being seon, and 
for their amusement perforin a yarioty of antivs, Koamptor 
thus describing the scons »— . 
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«Pho Vmperoer and two ladies ent behind Une gratod 
rereons on our vight, und Bingoswma, presidant of tho 
Counail of Shue, apposite fo us i room by himself, Soon 
after wo came i, und hud after the wal obotsnces seated 
ourselves on Lhe place assigned lo us, Bingosame welcomed 
na in Cho Hauporer's name, and then desired us to sib upright, 
fo dake olf our cloaks, lo toll hime om umes and ages, (0 
atamd up, to walk, to (rn about, fo dance, lo. sing konpa, to 
compliment ons mnather, to by angry, to invite ono another 
to dinner, Lo converse one with anothor, to discourse in a 
familiny way like father nud son, lo show how two MMenda 
or man aud wilh compliment or lako leave of one another, 
to play with childeon, (o carry them about in our arms, and 
do many more things of tho like nature, Moreover wo were 
asked many more questions, serious and comical 5 us for 
instanes, what profession T was of, whether [ enved any 
considerable dislompers, to which T answered © Yes, Thad, 
bub nob ab Nagasuki, whore wo wore kept no better Ghia 
prisoners’ “What houses wo had, wholher om customs 
wore diferent from theirs, how we buried om people, and 
whon ? Lo which was miswered hal wo buried our tend in the 
day-time, Tlow our prince did, what sorb of man ho was, 
whothor the Govomor-Cenoral at Batiwi was superior lo 
him, or whether ho was under his command, whether wo 
hal prayer and images like tho Porlugnoss ? which was 
matweral in tho nogative, Whothor Ifolland and other 
countrign ahrowdl wore xubjoeb Lo carthquickes and xlorms of 
thundar wid hyghtning as well aa dapan 2? Whother there 
bo Jhunsexsaat on fre, wd people Tiled by lightning in 
Envopenn comitries 2 Then, again, wo wore cammunded ta 
road, unc La dianea gopuralely md jointly, and to toll the 
names of Kons Huropean pluistera, upon which J montioned 
some of the hardest J could remember, Tho muhossndar 
was anked concorning lia children, how any he Tn, what 
their names were, alxo how fie distant Hollid was from 
Nagasnkd ? Tn the mewnvhile some shutlers were opened « 
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on tho loft hand by order of tho Emperor, probably to cool 
the room. Woe wore thon further commanded to pub on our 
hats, 40 walk about tho room discoursing with ono another, 
to take aff our porukes, had sovoral ,opporluattios of 
seoing the Empress, and heard tho Emperor say In Japanese 
how sharp we looked ab tho room where he was, and that 
wo surely conld not bub know, or ab luasb stispoet him 10 be 
there; upon which he vemoved and wont lo tho ladios 


* which sql jus bofore us, Thon T was desived ouco more 


to come nonror the soxcon, and take off my peruke. Thon 
thoy mado us jump, dance, play gambola, and walk Logothor, 
ahd upon that they asked the ambassador and mo how old 
we guessed Bingo to bo? Tlo answored Afily and T forty. 
five, which mado thom laugh, ‘Thon they made us kiss ona 
anothor like man and wife, which tho Indios particularly 
showeil by their Inuglilc! lo bo woll plonged with, "hey 
dosixed us further to show them whut sorb of compliments 
it was oustomary in Europe to mako to inferlors, to ladies, 
to anporiors, to princes, and to Kinga, Adley this thoy 
bogged mother song of mo, and woro satistlod with tavo 
which the company seomed to like vory woll, After this 
faveo was over we wore ordored to Lake off our cloaks, to 
come pear the screon ono by ono, and 10 tako our leave in 
the vory same mannor we would tako it of a prince or king 
in Europe, which being dono scomingly lo their Aptistuation, 
wo wont away, aftor haying beon oxoreisod in this mannor 
for tvo hours and a helt” 

Much as we may bo inclinod now-a-days to laugh at 
accounts such as this, showing the manner tn. which Lhe 
Dutch sueceeded in maintaining a commorsial footing in 
Japan, it is probable that go Into ag thirly-flvo yours ago 
our own trade ab Oanton was carried on under oireumatances 
of not much greater dignily by the yoprosontatives thore of

Ohineso enthovilios demanded the surrender of the man who 
had fived tho gun, aud to (ho everlasting shame of ull con- 
gomnod, the unfortunate and moffending: man was given up, 
and his life snorifleed to tho sanguinary’ laws of China, 
yathor than that my quostion should ariso likely to result 
in tho trade heing tomporarily slopped. Matters now, 
howover, aro completely changed, and nob untrequently 
pnaliod to an equally repehonsihlo oxtreme in the opposite 
divootion, ;

tastes of fovoigners, ‘Choy recommended n varioty of places 
as worthy of boing visited, somo of their suggestions Lond. 
ing to show that exporionco had nob Jed,them to enter.

visilors, 

On returning from the Japanese town, T accompanied Mx, 
Antonio Loureiro through the inodern foreign settlement, 
which is neatly builé on a smull piece of level grownd that 
has been recoyaed from tho sea, and formed into a bund, 
It" is here that tho places of business are, but tho private 
residences of the foreigners are, for the most parf, on the 
hills overlooking tho harbour, In the lower portion of the

Yisit to the Japanoso sloam factory at Nngasaki~-Hnglish ten ontablish- 
mont—Commoroial relations of tho Prince of Satauma with forolgners 
at Nagasaki—Interviow with two of Sutqume’s high oftleoa-—Anxlety 
oapressed by them to avort tho viatt of tho British aquadron to Kago- 
alma—Leavo Nagasaki—Auslyo at Slianghal, 


August 7th.—Visiled the Japancsy sleam. foolory, Ib is 
under Dutch superintendence, and the machinery Lor it was 
mado al Amsterdam. Yo wero admitted without any 
trouble, and allowed to go all over tho estublishmont, which 
is on a sento of considerablo oxlont, It was cortainly a 
romarkable sight in this remote part of tho world to Reo 
Jopancse artizans ab work abl tho various oporationa eon- 
neoled with tho menufrotuzo of marino sloam-ongines ; 
such ag turning von shatls, oylinders, and the like, At 
tached to tho engineering works there is w formdsy, whore 
wo saw Japanese engayod in casting, Nene it thoro fa a 
gless work, in which wo ford glase (nhing mt chimneys 
for moderator Tomps in courso of being made, Tango 
quintities of old glass, chiefly broken bottles, seomadl to ho 
kept in aloro for conversion ity new material, boing frat 
reduced into fino powdor, and further refed by a oarefal 
process of sifting through a fino gauzo siove, 

In another portion of tho catablishment, two larga 
boilers, benulifully constrnelod, and composed ontively of 
a 5 o . 
copper plates, were being completed for the Princo. of 
Satsuma, io yoplaco tho iron boilors of tho “ Mayland" 
steamor, whioh ho had xecontly purchased, md had tho 
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sntisfaction of finding owl uflerwards that the boilers wore 
go defeetivo ty Lo require immediate romovel, ‘Thoxo coppor 
boilovs, though yory oxpensive in tho first instance, avo 
most economionl in the end, as they will lest thirly yen, 
in fact, seo Uno vessel onl, whereas iron ones avo oapended 
in about sovon years, 

Wo visitod alwo w parb of tho establishment where n 
Topnnogo gunsmith was ab work wilh somo muskeb barrels, 
ondeavonring to converl thom into spiral grooved rifles, 
according Lo a brecch-loading sample which ho had, To 
soomed, hovevor, lo havo mado bub little progress, his 
Jabours nol having extended beyond designing somo implo- 
monts with which he purposed making the ablompt. 

Tho  Amorika,” o Russim sloam-corvetto, was lying off 
tho faulory, about to bo fitted with a pair of new iron 
boilers, which her commander infoymed ug ho had sucecedod 
in gotling manuliehured by tho Japancso Government for 
600 dollars, ho giving thom tho aid of his own engincors, 
Tle endeavoured to gol tho boilers made al Shanghai in

have nob built tho veasol flab the enginos are intended to,

On rooroxsing tho harbour, and procooding Lo the foroign 
goltlomont, wo visited tho lea-firing cxlublishmont attached 
to tho frm of Mossra, Glover and Company. Wo found 
upwards of 1000 Jupaneso men and women ab work,  'ChuS 
oatablishmont is tho only one of the kind yob starled in 
Joon, and gi is merely tho translation to thal coulsy of 
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Uho syatom which lias beon long in oporation. on & great 
soolo in China. 

Tho Fapanoso lon, 1 am informed hy Mr. Glover, ta aa , 
yet woale in strongth, bub is gradually improving Icom your 
lo year, its cullivation boing moro carefully attended Lo os 
tho foroign demand Jor it increases, Iferutoforo, iL lias boon 
allowed, in a great mensuro, Lo grow wild nlong tho sido of 
hedges, 

Tho workers in tho factory receive Avo tompox daily, 
equal 10 about cightponco shating, AL present, ab Naga 
ski, sixleon tempos go to tho ilveboo, and tio itzeboos 
and fivo tempos to tho dole. 

The Mossrs, Glover havo freqnont commoreial trangae- 
tions with tho Princo of Satswma, and Intely sonb him a 
presont of a gold watch and chain, Amongsl somo of tho 
supplics that ho has recently requested thom lo procuve,tor 
him is am European armchair, for which he has formed a 
fancy, having seon one on bond one of his aleamors, Lhe 
Mosars, @lover boing vory anxious rospecting tho issue of 
our demands on Satsuma al Kagosinia, ond knowing, from 
tho circumstances nndor which 1 had beon residing ab 
Yokohama, that T was beblor informed on tho mattor than 
any ono ab tho timo in Nagasaki, asked mo if 1 would 
accompany one of tho firm to tho dapanoao town, and por. 
sonally oxplain to two of Satsuma’s officers, who were thon 
residing (hore, tho existing alnto of matters, ae thoy folt 
much afraid, from what they hod atated, that though 
Satsuma individually war mort anxious to avoid hosti« 
alities, and ready privately lo pny Uno monoy, still, if tho 
feot wont Lo Kagoxima, and mado a public donfand for it, 
hostililics would rosull, as ho would oso Sivo (ad tho Ohinoxse 
soy) with his own poople, and gob into troublo with tho 
Mikado, if the money was paid under compulsion, Ono of 
the officors in question, named Mi-no-di, wa thon Sateumws , 
chiof agont ab Nagasaki, and comptroller of his fnanco ;

‘Mhomay Clover, who has acquired somo colloquial 
knowledgo of the language, ‘Wo proceeded to a private 
houro in Lho Jupunere Lown, whore (ho-dhi was ab Une time 
residing wilh o Japanese why talks Unglish prolly well, and 
who hag beon employed in the native inlerprelorial service, 
On enloring, Mv. Glover, in conformity with tho custom of 
the country, Look his boots off, so as nob Lo soil tho padded 
matling with which all Japanese floors avo covered, 

On going up-stairs, Gho-dhi, who geomed Lo ho on most 
friendly torme wilh My, Glovor, camo forward, end aller 
shoking hands with me, conveyed Unrough tho intorprolor 
oxprossions of woleuine, We were immediaioly roxjuorlod 
to bo sented, and wo sab down on the window-sill in pre- 
fovonea Lo the mutted floor, en and finit woro then 
brought i on small lacquer lays, aflor which Mr, (over 
proceeded Lo oxplain that the objeck wo had in coming, wax 
fo inform them of tho approaching vixil of the British

boing complied with, olhevwisa Ghen privately, repeating 
again and again that a pnblic domand for the indomnity 
made by vessols of war would compel Salauma ‘to vofer the 
gestion to the Milado, (ho vosult of which, thoy worse 
afraid, would bo unfavourable to ponco, 
On our way back, Mz, Glovor informed mo, phat ho hed 
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hail several cofvorsntions with hom on. the indomnity quos- 
tion, sings it became known. thal British ships of war were 
going lo TWagosima, and that the qrestion had heen asked 
by them whélher, by paying tho moncy to Messe. (lover's

On ronching Shimghai, T found that in determining to 
volun Cherg, Thad outicipaled the wishes of Lhe commandant 
ol tho garrison, folonel ough, of tho Second Bolooch 
ballalion, by whont T was requested to resume the dues 
of gonioy medienl oflevr from which J had been relieved

mado in a publio and warlike manner, in placo of boing 
nogotiated wndor tho voro, which there is no doubt Snisnna's 
people were most anxious to alfuel. ‘Chis, howorer, could 
nob havo been dono without giving a complexion to tho 
affaix, ab verianco with tho objevb which Tor Majosty's 
Covornmont had in yiow in proferng its dommnds,

August 28rd—-1 récoived a letter from Colonol Neale, 
dated tho 18th of Augual, giving mo nn accomt of tho 
oyonlitl occurrences and dangers Uhrough which the squadron 
had just passed, 

Prior Lo provcoding Lo Kngosimn, Colonol Neale considored 
ib right to acquaint tho government of Lho ‘Cycoon with his 
inlehtions, Tn roply, he received the following roquegl thal 
tho oxpodition might bo postponed —" On recoiph of your 
doapatch of tho ord of August, wo fully mdorstvod that you 
intond Lo go within threo days to tho territory of tho Princo of 
Satara with the men of war now lying in tho Bay of 
Yokohantayin ordor to domnnd satisfaction for the murder 
of « Briliah moreltant on tho Lokaido Inst yearn, Bul owing 
to bho proront ungoliled alate of affaive in onr ompive which 
you witnons and hear of, yo aro in groab trouble, and intend 
lo carry oft avyoval plans, Supposing, now, something wm- 
toward wore to happen, then all the Woublo and care both 
you and weshave taken would heave been in vain and fnit- 
lors  Lhorefure, wo requert that the said departure may be 
doloyod for the present.” ‘This document was dated Yolo, 
the duh of August, mul signed by fom ministers for forcign 
affairs, Lemediutely after this communication was received 
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hy Colonel Nealo, a vico-minialor arrived from. Yortlo, and 
had on intorview with him on tho Gin of Auguat, but singular 
to say, for ftom, urging further arguments agnjnsl the oxpe- 
dition, ho stated thab tho Tycoon’s Govermnent purposod 
sonding one of its own sboamers wilh tho aduadvon, living 
a high officer on board. No sich sleamor, howaver, made its 
Appearance, 

On tho 6th of August Colonel Neale and the memboya of 
the Logation embarked on board the © Hayalnr,” and the

{Although the weather was now yory ditty, will every 
indication of a typhoon, T considered ib advisublo nob to 
postpono mpl} unothor day Ue ratum of the fire of the 
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Japanese, to punish the Prince Sulsuma for the outrage, 
md to vindienle tho honour of tho flay and overything 
being now ready, J proceeded Lowers tho hattorios, opouing 
fivo upon the noxthornmos! one, with considerable altect, 
and passed at slow apeed along tho who%o Hno, within 
point-blank yango. Owing probably to tho untivourablo 
slate of the weather, tho ships astern did. nol maintain thofy 
position in as close order as T could have wished, and tho 
‘Euryalus’ was consequently exposed to a vory heavy and 
well-directed fire from several of tho batteries ab the seme 
timo, and suffered somowhal severely, About this Limo also, 
and whilo in tho thickest of {he action, T deoply rograt to 
alate that L was deprived al the samo momont of the assial- 
aneco of Captain Josling and Commander Wilmot, both of 
whom wore killed by tho samo shot while standing by:mo 
on the bridgo of tho ‘Uuyyalus, directing the flro of the 
quarters, and soiling an exhmple of coolness umd gullntry 
which was omnlated throughout the ontive ship, 

“ By the timo the ‘Euryalis’ got abreast gf tho last ox 
southornmosh battery T could observe the town to be on fro 
in sovoral places, and tho weather having now asaumdd o 
most threatening appearance, T considered it arvisnble Lo 
Aiscontinne the ongagomont, and to seele » seouto anchorngo 
for Ifer Majesty’s ships. ‘I'ho.' Itavoc? was then ordored 
to sol firo to five Invgo junks belonging to Uho Princo of 
Salstima, which Tioutenant George Poolo accomplished in 
a most satisfactory manner; and those, ns woll ag a yory 
extonsivo arsonal md fommdry, for tho manufretnro of guna, 
shol and shell, logathor with largo gtorchoness adjoining, 
wore also completoly dostroyod, :

“ha equadron accordingly weighed ab 8 pan of the 
16th, md passing in Tne belween the batteries of Kagosima 
and Snkuasima, aleamed Lhrough tho channel, and anchored 
to tho Koullovard of the islmd, taking advantage of the 
ocearion. la rhell tho batteries on the Sakura rido which had 
no hoon previously engaged, mpd also tho palace of the 
Princo in Kagosima, A feeble fro only was retuned from 
(ho batteries whieh had not been closely engaged in the 
Arsh oblack, md this happily without effeeb upon Mer 
Mnjesly’s ships.”

When, however, tho Whole Hno of 
Datlories fronting tho town. opened on his equndvon, what 
would tho pooplo of England havo said hud Admial Kuper 
yemoved his ships from tho rengo of Sulsumu’s puns, 
and assigned as his reason for nob retwmning tho fire, that 
he could nob do so withont invirring tho risk of buming 
down the town?

Woe stall not 
mention tho various ways in whieh the publio money is 
wasted, a8 this would cuuso our netion to blush, and’ the 
Mikado, to mourn, = Pubjio romour, however, saya that 
numerous thefls have been committed by tho highest 
olticors of tho ‘Tycoons if muy protest againal tho course 
which is now pursued, thoy we instantly antl mysteriously 
silenced for.cvor, As you always remind us of tho erent 
principles of political ogonomy when you demand peemfery

The year 1864 openod by lwo vieo-ministers of slate and.
